In 
the first place the $3,000,000 of bonds author- 
ized will have to be placed. This will be the 
first move, but I do not feel at liberty to make

The present negotiations are not in the 
control of Lyman J. Gage, although he is 
friendly to us and has given his advice as to 
the sale. The report that Messrs. Potter, 
Hale, and Fairbank are interested in the pur- 
chase may or may not be true. I have had a 
number of interviews with Mr. Hale, and I 
believe that he has parties now figuring on the 
deal independently. I am not aware as to the 
condition of these negotiations, and 
do not know whether Mr. Hale is in- 
terested in the syndicate which has the 
field at present. The report that the Day 
company is interested in any sense is without 
foundation. Ifthere is any connection or 
combination to be made, it will be made with 
the South Side road. Of course, such a com- 
bination would be moat satisfactory, and it is 
thought that consent of property-owners for 
a down-town line will be more easily secured 
after either the West Side road or the Alley L“ 
road is in actual operation. It is] probable 
that the South Side road will begin operations 
about May 1, and it is known that the stub- 
end switch at Congress street is only a tem- 
porary makeshift to give way to a loop either 
round on Michigan avenue or on Wabash ave- 
nue. A possible alley loop for the West Side 
road on the alleys between Randolph and 
Lake and South Water streets has been sug- 
gested, and in fact thoroughly canvassed. 
Just what arrangements could be made for 
combining the roads would be matter of nego- 
tiation.”’ 


CROOKS AS PROFESSIONAL BAILERS. 


Instances in Which They Have Rescued 
Prisoners with “Straw” Bonds, 

Professional bailing around police courts 
has been so protitable that crooks and va- 
grants and forgers are beginning to take a 
hand in it. They have noted that men with 
little more reputation than themselves and 
who had little more property when they start- 
ed out as professional bailers have made much 
easy money at it. 

The business, too, furnishes congenial oc- 
cupation for them, since it brings them into 
close association and confidential relations with 
the social elements to which they are used. 
Several straw bail bonds have lately been 
turned over to the City Controller and investi- 
gation has shown the bcldness with which this 
new brood of professionals succeeded, They 
have so far, it appears, confined their finan- 
cial operations to the Desplaines and Harri- 
son Street Stations. 

One of them is a smooth and dashing rascal, 
who for $5 will schedule for any amount to 
get a prisoner out of the hands of the police. 
Three of his bonds have already been for- 
feited, on one of which he scheduled for $4,000 
and on another for $1,500. After the 


they appeared again. On the $4,000 bond he 
signed the name of A. H. Brunett and on 
the others A. H. Carberry. Doubtless he has 
scheduled under other aliases also, Another 
rogue concluded that all the legal routine of 
scheduling was too wearisome for a profes- 
sional bailer, and so he took to forgery. In 
order to secure the release of three West 
Side women he represented himself as 
Simion P. Mulvaney, a restaurant keeper 
at No.. 148 South. Halsted street, and 
satisfied the Justice of his identity by the 
ready manner in which he wrote the signa- 
ture. The real owner of the name is naturally 
indignant, and is helping the police to secure 
his arrest, and says he will spend money to 
prosecute him. 

Brunett, or Carberry, now needs the aid of 
the forger or some other bondsman, for he 
himselfis in durance vile. The police not 
knowing that he was a professional bailer ar- 
rested him as a vagrant and had him sent te 
the bridewell, where some of the women whom 
he had bailed out are also held, His case will 
probably be sent to the grand jury. 


TO CONTROL RICE MILLING INTERESTS. 


Steck Company Formed for the Purchase of 
the Principal Plants. 

The initiatory steps have been taken for the 
formation of a stock company which will con- 
trol the rice milling interests of the country. 
What the name of this organization will be 
has not yet been definitcly decided. 

The movement originates with the New Or- 
leans Rice Milling company, winch has a 
plant capable of cleaning 1,000 sacks of 
rice of 180 pounds weight each in twelve 
hours. This company, together with a syn- 
dicate of New York capitalists, has made 
arrangements for the purchase of twelve 
other wills now in operation in New 
Orleans and three mills in North Carolina. 
With the possession of these control will have 
been obtained of the leading plants in this 
country, their aggregate value being same- 
where in the vicinity of $1,500,000. The largest 
individual stockholders in the New Orleans 
Rice Milling company are A. R. Bremer of 
Chicago and My. Drake of St. Paul, 

The entire output of this consolidation will 
be handled by the rice dealers of New Or- 
leans, the milis selling no portion of it direct 
the trade. By this means it is 
intended to prevent the rapid fluctuations 
which have always characterized the rice mar- 
ket. The milling capacity of New Orleans, it 
is*claimed, is much greater than the market 
demands. Consequently many of the mills are 
frequently compelled to unioad their product 
at a price sd low as to hardly pay them for 
cleaning. The raw rice, however, does not 
undergo a corresponding reduction, and the 
result of such a move on the part of any one 
of the mills is most damaging to all parties 
concerned. 

In speaking of the enterprise yesterday Mr. 
Bremer said: 

„From all that I can learn it would seem 
that this consolidation is generally regarded 
as a trust. Such is far from being the case, 
however, and none but the most beneficial re- 
sults are expected from it. The ends it con- 
templates are laudable and a reduction in the 
cost of rice to the consumer may be looked 
for in consequence of it. Not only this, but 
the planter will receive better compensation.”

STRANGE FADS OF ‘CONTRACTOR 
JOSEPH PIATKIEWICZ. 


During Business Hours He Drinks and 
Swears and Wears Trousers Like Other 
Men, but His Leisure Time He Spends in 
Arraying Himself in High-Heeled Shoes, 
Bangs, Corsets, and Other Articles of 
Feminine Trappery — A4 Peep at His 
Wardrobe—A Strange Man’s Strange His- 
torx. 

This is not an article on spring fashions in 

omen’s dresses, Neither is it a description 
of the costumes and theatrical poses of an 
actress. These are commonplace. There is 
nothing commonplace about the hero of this 
sketch. Heis sui generis in the broadest 
sense, for he isa man who clothes himself 
in woman’s attire by preference, 

A dude, you say—a weakly, effeminate, 
mincing male who lisps, and smirks, and 
wishes he were a woman, By no means. He 
is a strong man—a carpenter—a man 
who has done manual labor almost 
all his life, a man who can outclimb, 
out-wrestle, out-drink, and out- run ninety- 
nine out of a hundred of his neighbors. He 

is a Polish carpenter 
and contractor in Chi- 
cago, and his name is 
Joseph Piatkiewicz. 


He is also a smart | 


man and a good con- 

tractor, who has built 

hundreds of stone, 

brick, and frame struct- 

' ures in Chicago since 

1880. During working 

hours none of his hun- 

dred workmen are as 

strong, as resolute, as 

determined as be. 

JOSEPH PIATKIEWICzZ. None can strike as hard 
a blow. None can climb as high or lift as 
heavy a weight. He has won prizes galore in 
Europe, in the rough lumbering camps of 
Northern Michigan, and in Chicago as well 
for his strength and skill. And yet for twelve 
years he has spent all his leisure moments in 
the garb of a woman. Then he has put on 


enen | ‘his 


red ears and inserted in them great 
golden earrings. He has spent his 
earnings for gaudy ball dresses and evening 
wardrobes; spent his time and wealth in 
dressing hiinself up in the height of the fem- 
inine fashion, in compressing his waist, in 
shortening his steps, in whitenmg his hands 
and face, in learning womanly grace, and, in 
short, in making himself a woman with all 
her little grace, poses, and foibles. 


Like Any Other Good Fellow. 
While at work he swears and drinks like a 


good fellow, but as soon as he has reached his 


home and donned his feminine attire he is a 
changed man. 
woman—so far as dress and manners can 
make him one. 

Piatkiewicz lives at No, 21 Emma street, 
in the heart of the Polish settlement of the 
Northwest Side. His home is beautifully 
fitted up in Brussels carpet, expensive rugs, 
tasty pictures and ornaments, rich fur- 
niture, and an expensive bird’s-eye maple 
piano. He has been married since 1873? and 
he has two good-looking and intelligent 
children, the elder of whom is Lena, a young 
woman of 16 and the younger, Max, a bright, 
healthy, vigorous boy of 12 years. 

Notwithstanding the elegant furnishings of 
his parlors, Piatkiewicz spends most of his 
time in bis kitchen, which is 
kept scrupulously clean.» Here he was 
found by a reporter for Tun Tnxrrsunz, . who 
was astonished at being greeted by a woman 
in, an elegant silk and satin evening dress. 
This woman said that she was Mr. Piatkiewicz 
and so it was. He was dressed in the height 
of feminine fashion, with puffed sleeves, 
brocaded waist with satin front 
and a flowing $$ embroidered skirt. 
His ears were pierced and set with huge, gold 
bow earrings; bangle bracelets encircled his 
massive wrists and a gold breastpin set with 
rubies rested coyly among the lace ruffles 
under his carefully-shaved chin. His feet were 
encased in embroidered hose and squeezed 
into a pair of high-heeled ladies’ dancing 
pumps. His lips were rouged, eyebrows pen- 
ciled, and his face carefully powdered. His 
head of raven black . hair slightly tinged with 
gray was completely hidden by a blonde wig 
of the Langtry bang pattern, with a Psyche 
knot behind, through which was thrust a 
showy metal hairpin set with garnets. 

With pride he showed his wardrobe, No less 
than twelve complete dresses—all expensive— 
with all the appurtenances thereto were laugh- 
ingly shown. A gaudy white hat surmountéd 
by showy flowers and feathers—a triumph, no 
doubt, of the milliner’s skill—was exhibited 
with unfeigned pride by its masculine wearer. 

Strange History of a Strange Man. 

This strange man has a history strange as 
himself. It reads like a fairy tale. He was 
born in Kozmin, in Prussian Poland, in 1850, 
In Polan he learned the carpenter’s trade, 
and when 18 years of age he ran away from 
home and came to Chicago. Here in 1868 and 
1869 he worked by the day as a carpenter. In 
1870 he went to the Lake Superior region, 


| where for ten years he worked as a carpenter, . 


woodsman, dock laborer, or at anything else 
that he could find to do. He had great 
strength and an iron constitution and would 
frequently work at unloading vessels or 
equally severe labor sixteen hours at a 
stretch. He was also a great hunter 
and many are the stories he tells of desperate 
encounters with bears and other wild animais. 
During the same days and nights when Chi- 
cago was being consumed in October, 1871, 
a terrible forest fire laid waste whole counties 
of Michigan. In this fire Piatkiewicz played 
a heroic part. He tells how day after day he 
and his comrades fought the flames and sought 
to rescue the victims. One day, he said, 
he and several companions, with a team, 
picked up the charred remains of twenty-six 
men, women, and children in the wake of the 
terrible fire. The story of his marriage is so 
devoid of conventional romance that it is 
actually romantic. Let him tell it himself: 


He is not a man; he is a

Then the contractor continued the history 
of his life, and told how he returned to Chi- 
cago in 1880 with his wife and children, 
worked as a carpenter a year, and then start- 
ed in business for hithself. Increase of 
worldly wealth did not bring an increase in 
happiness. Quite the reverse. He told how 
his wife became estranged, and said that she 
left him, leaving the young children in his 
care. He said he forgave har for the sake of 
the children, and brought her back. But the 
home was no longer happy, and now that the 
children are old enough to care for themselves 
be said that he was going to get a divorce. 
The two live in the same house, but 
have little to do with each other 
and rarely speak. The children side with 
their father, though they are greatly distressed 
at his manner of dress which is often the 
cause of disagreement. t the father, with 
continental ideas of paternity, tells both his 
wife and children that it is none of their busi- 
ness, that he is the master of the house, and 
as long as he provides them with a comforta- 
ble home they have no reason to complain. 
Piatkiewicz and his queer costumes are an 
old story with the Polanders. He walks or 
drives about the streets in his fantastic garb 
without molestation as long as he stays in the

He declares that he has been all over 
the city in daylight or after dark dressed as a 
woman and his disguise is so perfect that 
it is rarely detected even by his most intimate 
friends or old employés. 
Result of a Brewer's Gallantry. 

1 have been in every theater in town 
dressed this way, said the contractor, and 
also to Barnum’s circus, and 1 ride in the 
street cars and often men get up and give me 
their seats. One day a North Side brewer, an 
old friend of mine whom I meet every week 
on business, was ridmg in a Milwaukee ave- 
nue car with his wife. The car was crowded, 
and when I came in the brewer arose, 
bowed, raised his hat, and offered me 
his seat. I told him I was not going as far as 
he and that I would rather stand. He looked 
surprised and asked me how I knew where he 
was going.

This eccentric man claims that his arrest on 
each of the three occasions was due to the in- 
fluence of his enemies, who have a grudge 
against him because of his refusal to join a 
certain loan and building association counect- 
ed with the Polish Catholic Church. He is a 
Catholic, but he says he does not believe in 
mixing religion and business. The first time 
he was arrested he was taken to the West Chi- 
cago Avenue Station, but let off by the inter- 
vention of a friendly Aldermen. The second 
time he was taken to the West North Avenue 
Station, A tine wasimposed, but he was ex- 
cused from paying it by Aldermanic 
influence. The third time was more seri- 
ous and he is not through with it yet. 
He employed a lawyer and for three weeks 
took changes of venuo from one Justice to an- 
other. Finally he was fined by Justice Wood- 
man, but an appeal was taken to a State court. 
The contractor says he thinks this will be the 
last of it, as he has heard nothing further 
from his laywer or thecourts. He acknowl- 
edges, however, that the thing may come up 
any time. He is determined to fight for what 
he considers a right under a constitution 
which offers to all life, liberty, and pursuit of 
happiness. He argues that that is his way of 
getting happiness, and that as long as he is 
peaceable and injures nobody thereby he 
should not be molested. 

Orthodox in Other Respecta, 

Contractor Piatkiewicz is not a fool. Far 
from it. Aside from his peculiar foible, he is 
a wide-awake, intelligent business-man, and a 
good contractor. He claims that he keeps 


from sixty to 100 men employed the year 


around, and annually puts up buildings ag- 
gregating $100,000 in value, Among his better 
buildings are a three-story and basement 
brick affair with imposing towers at Holt 
avenue and Blackhawk street; a creditable 
brick building on Noble street, near Chicago 
avenue; a $10,000 three-story and basement 
brick building on Ashland avenue near Black- 
hawk street; a large building on Carpenter 
street, erected for ex-Deputy Sheriff Burke, 
and a score of others equally large.

The Petition to Have the Matter Submitted 
to Vote Meets with Determined Opposi- 
tion—Contents of the Document Terri.

For some reason the “workers” for the 
Hyde Park petition for the repeal of the pro- 
hibition district ordinance, or at least that por- 
tion of it applying to the district south of 
Fifty-sixth street and Sixty-seventh street 
and lying between the Illinois Central tracks 
and the Lake Shore, are not desirous that their 
petition shall be submitted to intelligent 
scrutiny. Until yesterday afternoon it could 
not be found anywhere within the district, 
though it is known that it has been circulated 
for signature among some of the employés of 
the World’s Fair lodged in the temporary 
sheds there erected and also along Stony 
Island avenue in the boarding-houses recently 
established along that line for several days. 
It is understood that there are two petitions, 
one of which asks for the exclusion of the ter- 


ritory along Stony Island avenue and between | 
it and the Illinois Central tracks south of 


Fifty-sixth street and north of Sixty-seventh 
street. The following is the petition most 
generally circulated : 


The undersigned, legal voters in that part of 


the territory originally known asthe Village of 
Hyde Park, now being a portion of the City of 
Chicago, covered by an ordinance in force Maren 
28, 1887 (Chap. XV. of Municipal Code of Hyde 
Park, entitled dramshops,” Sec. 21), said ter- 
ritory being otherwise and commonly known as 
the prohibition district of Hyde Park, respect- 
fully petition your honorable body to submit to 
the legal voters of the territory over which said 
prohibition territory extends at the annual 
municipal election to be held April 5, A, D. 1892, 
the question whether or not the ordinance shall 
be passed authorizing the issuing of dramshop 
licenses in said territory. 


Description of the District. 


The prohibition distriet as here referred to 
is described as follows in the Hyde Park Code, 
Chapt. 15, Sec. 21 above named, ag follows; 

Hereafter, no licenses shali be issued to keep a 
saloon or dramshop within the territory de- 
scribed and bounded as follows, to wit: Com 
mencing at the northeast corner of the Village 
of Hyde Park, thence west along the north 
line of said village to a point 200 feet east of 
the east line of State street; thence south and 
parallel with State street to the center of 
Fiftieth street; thence ‘east from a point in 
center of Fiftieth street 200 feet east of State 
street to center of Cottage Grove 
avenue; thence south along center line of Cottage 
Grove avenue to center of Sixty-seventh street; 
thence east along center line of Sixty-seventh 
street tothe center line of Stony Island avenue; 
thence north along the ¢enter of Stony Island 
avenue to center line of Fifty-sixth street; thence 
west on center line of Fifty-sixth street to a point 
14 feet east of the east line of Jefferson avenue; 
thence north, parallel to Jefferson avenue, to the 
center of Fifty-fourth place; thence east to Lake 
Michigan; thence northwesterly along the shore 
of Lake Michigan to the point of beginning. 

And also commencing at the intersection of 
Seventy-first street and South Chicago avenue; 
thence southeasterly along the center line of 
South Chicago avenue to the center of Green- 


| wood avenue; thence south along the center of 


Greenwood avenue to the center of Seventy-fifth

west along the line of Sixty-seventh street to the 
center of South Park avenue; thence south along 
the center line of South Park avenue to the cen- 
ter of Seventy-first street; thence east along the 
center line of Seventy-first street to the place of 
beginning. 

Also the territory described and bounded as 
follows—to-wit: Commencing at the center line 
of intersection of Sixty-seventh street and Lake 
Michigan, thence west to a line one hundred and 
tifty (150) feet west of Jeffery avenue; thence 
along said line one hundred and fifty feet west of 
parallei with North Jeffery avenue to center line 
of Eighty-third street, thence east on Eighty-third 
to Lake Michigan, thence along said lake to the 
place of beginning, except that piece of land in- 
closed and known as the World’s Pastime Exposi- 
tion grounds. 

Also the territory bounded on the north by 
Seventy-first street, on the south by Seventy-fifth 
street, on the west by Woodlawn avenue, and on 
the east by Jeffery avenue. The said territory 
shall be known and treated as prohibited dis- 
tricts, within which it shall not, be lawful for 
such licenses to be granted, ; 


A Point to Be Noted, 


It will be noted that all the territory around 
Jackson Park and immediately adjoining it is 
within the prohibition district. The intention 
of the petitioners is to force the saloons to the 
line of the Worfd's Fair grounds, along Stony 
Island avenue, and along Sixty-seventh street. 
The permanent residents in this territory and 
the property-owners are opposed to the grog- 
geriea. The petitioners rely on the transient 
residents now employed around the World’s 
Fair grounds: The scheme is to get as many 
of these as possible on the. registration lists 
next month, and vote for them for the dis- 
tricts if the Council will but submit the ques- 
tion involved in the petition to the voters. 

But there are some obstacles in the way of 
the Council’s action as will be noted from the 
following provision of the annexation act 
bearing on the subject: 

When a part or the whole of an incorporated 
town, village, or city is annexed under the-pro- 
visions of this act to another city, village, or in- 
corporated town, and prior to such annexation an 
ordinance was in force prohibiting the issuing of 
licenses to keep dramshops within said territory 
so annexed or any part thereof, or providing that 
such licenses shall not be issued except upon pe- 
tition of a majority of the voters residing 
within a certain distance of such pro- 
posed dramshop, then such ordinance shall 
continue in full force and = effect 
notwithstanding such annexation: Provided, the 
City Council or Boardeof Trustees, as the case 
may be, may on petition of one-fourth of the 
voters of the territory over which said ordinance 
extends submit at an annual municipal election, 
but not oftener than every other municipal elec- 
tion, the question to the voters of such territory 
whether or not an ordinance shall be passed au- 
thorizing the issuing of dramshop licenses for 
such territory. 

And provided, further, that upon petition in such 
case of one-fourth of the voters within any part of 
said annexed territory not less than one-half 
square mile in extent, asking that any such ordi- 
nance shall be continued in force in said portion 
of said annexed territory, said question of issuing 
dramshop licenses shall be submitted separately 
to the voters of said portion of said an- 
nexed territory, and if a majority of the 
voters voting on such question vote 
against dramshops, then said ordinance 
shall continue in force in said portion of said ter- 
ritory, otherwise not. The ballots cast at such 
election shall be written or printed or partly writ- 
ten and partly printed: For dramshops” or 
„Against dramshops,“ respectively, and shall be 
received, canvassed, and ‘returned the same as 
ballots cast at said election for municipai officers, 
and if it shall appear that a majority of the voters 
so voting upon the question vote For 
shops’’ then licenses may be issued for said terri- 
tory on the same terms and conditions as licenses 
are granted by ordinance within other parts of 
the municipality. It is intended by this section 
to continue in full force and effect all ordinances 
of any municipality the whole or part of which is 
annexed to another city. incorporated town, or 
village whereby the licensing of dramshops is 
prohibited or regulated within said city, village, 
or incorporated town, or any part thereof, with- 
out the voters of the territory so affected con- 
sent, as hereby provided, to the repeal of such or- 
dinance by the city, village, or incorporated town 
to which the territory is annexed. 

This Law Held to Be Valid.

It will be gbserved that the petition will 
have to be signed by one-fourth of the voters 
within the prohibition district. But the peti- 
tioners are of opinicn that the Council will not 
be critical. In this they may not be mistaken. 
But the Council must act according to 
the law. The petitioners must be voters. 
They must therefore be registered. Nor is the 
petition final. The proposition must be sub- 
mitted to the voters within the district, who 
may vote it down. The purpose of those pro- 
moting the petition is said to be to colonize— 
to lodge men long enough in district to 
enable them to vote, that they may override 
the will of the permanent residents and prop- 
erty-owners. But there is no question that 
they will be fought at every step, and, a3 half 
the members of the Council are candidates 
for reélection, they may not have as easy a 
time As they think. 

It is the opinion of Ald. Kinney and other 
well-informed Hyde-Parkers that the petition- 
ers can never get the signatures of one- 
fourth of the voters as required by law, and 
that there is not the remotest chance .of the 
prohibition district bemg abolished. It would 
not be attempted but that the promoters 
build their hopes largely on the vote of the 
transients now employed on the World’s Fair 
grounds. :

the coming municipal election. The only 


hope of the prohibition people is to down 
them at the polls, which they will doubtless 
do. When one-fourth of the voters of the 
prohibitory district sign a petition asking for 
an election and that petition is handed in to 
the City Clerk and he presents it to the City 
Council that body will call an election for the 
purpose stated.

What Attorney Freeman Says. 

Henry V. Freeman, who was the attorney 
for Hyde Park village when it became a part 
of Chicago, said: Under the law by which 
annexation became a fact the question of vot- 
ing on the invasion of the liquor-prohibited 
district by groggeries may be submitted to 
vote by the petition of one-fourth of the voters 
of the district. They are circulating petitions 
with this end in view. The prohibited terri- 
tory is largely a residence district of the better 
sort. The question really involved is, Shall 
saloons environ the World's Fair suite? 
As it is now there are no saloons along the 
upperend or western side of the World’s 
Fair grounds, This is an attempt by the 
brewery and saloon interest to break into this 
residence district and pour beer and whisky 
around the World’s Fair site. The breweries 
have recently purchased a number of valuable 
corners in this prohibition district. Why did 
they make those purchases? Because they 
knew of this movement to convert this prohi- 
bition termtory into a license section. But 
that will be the liveliest election ever seen in 
Chicago. On the one side will be arrayed all 
the powerful brewing and saloon interests, on 
the other all the temperance and prohibition 
elements. 

„No one will be allowed to vote on the 
question except those residing in the present 
prohibition district. Now, here is a new 
point: Under the old municipal code of 
Hyde Park Village, in force prior to annexa- 
tion, it is provided that ehould such a con- 
tingency as this arise, if one-fourth of 
the voters in a territory one-half mile square 
in this prohibited district should sign counter 
petitions to those asking for a vote on having 
the change made from prohibitory to license 
district, there shall be two separate ballots 
held.

THE ANTI-HARRISON REPUBLICANS 
LOOKING FOR A LEADER. 


It Was Easy to Secure Blaine Delegates, but 
Now the Field Is Open to Every One 
and the Fight Will Be a Pretty One— 
Senator Cullom Is One of the Most Con- 
fident of the Many Candidates—How the 
Withdrawal of the Secretary Is Regarded 
by Party Leaders—Clarkson's Candidate. 

Wasarxcrox, D. C., Feb. 8.—[Special, ]— 
Blaine's letter was the only topic in 
political circles today. With the letter itself 

before them the leaders in both parties did 

not change their views of last night, that it 

meant the absolute withdrawal of Mr. Blaine 
from the list of Presidential candidates. It 
also meant in the view of most of them that 

Mr. Blaine is more than ever the leader of his 

party and will ape its course in the coming 

campaign. Democrats did not conceal their 
gratification that the great Secretary of State 
is not himself to be voted for in November. 

A few Republicans insisted that the letter is 
not final. That if Mr. Blaine’s health is good 
when the convention meets next June there is 


accepting the nomination. But those who 
talk this way do not know how fully the Sec- 
retary has considered the subject in all its 
bearings. With the certainty of a nomination 
by acclamation and with every reasonable 
prospect of election he has deliberately put 
the Presidency behind him, Its shadow will 
never again be thrown across his public ca- 
reer, 


On reflection the politicians today were of 


the opinion that Mr. Blame's withdrawal did 


not leave the field quite so clear for President 
Harrison’s renomination as had been their 
first impression. It was pointed out that 
Quay, Platt, and other influential leaders who 
have arrayed themselves against the adminis- 
tration would not give up the fight this early. 
Without Blaine for a possible candidate their 
cause is weakened, because they must now 
make their fight on straight anti-Harrison 
lines. It was easy to choose Blaine delegates 
without appearing as enemies of the adminis- 
tration. Mr, Blaine's name was enough in 


itself. 
May Unite on Sherman. 
But now that there is no longer a possibility

His 
Senatoria! colleagues have a good word for 
him and promise to do what they can to 
further his interests. Senator Cullom appa- 
rently has no fear of Minister Lincoln coming 
into the field to divide the support of the IIli- 
nois delegation. The Senator is going out to 
Chicago this week to address the Marquette 
club on Lincoln’s birthday. He will take ad- 
vantage of the visit to confer with his friends 
—— supporters so as to have his boom in good 
shape.

BARONESS DESTUERS DESCRIBES 
HFR HUSBAND'S ACTS. 


Many Methods of the Diplomat to Humili- 
ate His Wife and His Abuse of Her 
When She Resented His Action—Accusa- 


tions Which He Made Without Any 


Evidence—His Attempt to Have Her 
Confined in an Asylum—The Ground of 
Cruelty Alone Enters into the Case. 


Sioux Fals, S. D., Feb. 8.—|Special.]— 


The failure of an international marriage was 
never better illustrated than this mornimg, 
when the Sioux Falls divorce court was 
opened. Baroness Destuers, who arrived here 
June 1, 1891, and made. this city her residence, 
was the fair client before the court pleading 
for a decree of divorce from Baron Eugene 
Alphonso Lambert Destuers, knowa in the 
diplomatic service of nations, having served 
for twenty-five years in Europe and America 
for his country, the Netherlands. At present 
he is Minister Plenipotentiary for the Nethet 
lands in Paris. He 1s a man of massive build, 
she a beautiful, refined American, with plenty 
of American spunk and admiration for her 


native land. 

The plaintiff is a daughter of the late John 
Carey of New York and a cousin of the late 
John Jacob Astor, her mother having been a 
daughter of William Beskhome Astor. She is 
said to possess an income of $100,000 a year. 
The defendant, Alphonso Eugene Lambert 
Destuers, is Minister for the Netherlands in 
Paris. He has been in the diplomatic service 
of his country since 1866, and in 1875 was Min- 
ister from his country at Washmgton. The 
parties to the suit were married April 20, 1875, 
from the home of the bride’s father, corner of 
Madison avenue aud Thirty-fourth street. 
Soon after the marriage the Baron and his 
bride went to France, to which post Destuers 
had been assigned, ard there bought and fur- 
nished one of the most magnificent palaces, 
maintaining it in greet style and entertaining 
lavishly. Three children were born, one of 
whom has since died. In June, 1890, the Bar- 
oness left her husband, and two have 
never met since. 

The Baroness at Sioux Falls. 

In the suminer of 1891 the Baroness ap- 
peared in Sioux Falls in the company of a 
handsome young man who was known as Will- 
iam Elliott, but who has turned out to be 
William Elliott Zborowski of New York, who, 
by the way, is sometimes known as Count 
Zborowski, His mother belonged to an old 
and wealthy New York family. His income 
is said by New York friends to be 
in the vicinity of $80,000 a year. After having 
established her residence, the Baroness began 
suit for divorce, alleging cruelty upon the part 
of her husband. She alleges that her husband 
tried to get her incarcerated in a private in- 
sane asylum, that he has taken her children 
from her, and intimates that he was trying to 
get control of her fortune. 

The Baron, in his answer, denies these 
charges, and sets up the claim that the madame 
is the victim of a severe nervous disease which 
gives her an abnormal view of everything, 
There are in allsome twenty depositions in 
the case. The allegation of infidelity has been 
excluded by the court, and the case will be 
confined to the limits indicated. 

It was 9 o’clock and a little after when the 
Baroness appeared in the court-room accom- 
panied by her maid, Marie Van Danhenvel. 
She was dressed in a plain brown suit, 
wore a Persian lamb jacket and an n- 
glish soft felt hat with a broad feather. 
She took a seat by her lawyers, Capt. A. H. 
Stoddard of this city and Shipman of New 
York City. There were present among the 
spectators Elliott Z. Corowski of New York, 
S. S. Andrews of Boston, son of the editor of 
the Boston Herald, who is also here for a di- 
vorce from his wife, the daughter of Dr. 
Jackson of Washington. Mrs. J. G. Blaine 
and her sister, Mrs. Nevins, were also present. 


Testimony of the Plaintiff. 

The first witness to take the stand was the 
Baroness. In walking to the witness stand 
she first sat down, and, holding up her right 
hand, was sworn. In answer to her attorney 
to tell the story of her married life without 
reservation the Baroness declared: 

was married in New York City April 20, 
1875, by the Consul-General of the Nether- 
lands. My husband was then Charge 
d’Affaires for his country at Washington. 
Soon after we went to Europe traveling. We 
lived in London, my husbund being Secretary 
of the Legation. From there we went to Paris, 
thence to Madrid, back to Paris, then my hus- 
band went to Berlin, while I went to the south 
part of France.”’ 

What was the character of your husband 
when in London!“ 

He was most unkind; he would scold me. 
He declared that I was a savage, an Awerican 
one, without manners; that | was a baby and 
didn’t know how to behave. This was always 
done before people. In Madrid, when he was 
Minister, it was the same. I remember one 
time I invited quite a number of people to an 
official dinner, an informal sort of affair, of 
persons belonging to the diplematic circles. 
That afternoon the Czar of Russia was assas- 
sinated. The Baron rushed into the room, 
foaming at the mouth, excited, and red in 
the face, and declared I must countermand 
the invitations. I asked why he declared it 
was indecent to receive guests on the day of 
the death of the Czar of Russia. He became 
wild with rage. When the. guests arrived he 
affronted them with the complaint that I was 
an American savage and did not know tho 
duties devolving upon a minister’s wife. 

Shortly after my father died I came to New 
York and remained two months. One day at 
dinner we had present some eight or ten 
guests. I made some remark which" he did 
not like. He jumped right up from the table, 
screamed at me, spit in my face, and said: ‘I 
wish to God I had not married you.’ I left 
the table weeping and was ill all night. 

„One day he locked up our little 6-year-old 
daughter in a dark chapel, putting her on top 
of some trunks. He took the key and started 
from the house. I ran out to him, made him 
give up the key, and let the child out. 

“One time when I was in Berlin,“ con- 
tinued the witness, I received a telegram 
from my husband, who said he was 
coming to see me. I met him at 
the depot. He looked lke a murderer. 
I asked him what was the matter. He said he 
would tell me later. When we got to our 
hotel he charged me with being unfaithful to 
him some ten or twelve months ago, He 
finally told me if I would go to church and 
swear that I had been faithful he would be. 
satisfied, I did so. He then said I had perjured 
mysclf, but later said he believed me. He went 
oack to France, but soon after caine again and 
made the same charge. I finally copvinced 
him that his suspicious were unfounded, I 
asked him to explain how he got such an idea 
in his head, and he told me he was walking on 
the street when it suddenly dawned upon his 
mind that I must be unfaithful to him. That 
was characteristic of the man.’’ |

AMERICAN FRATERNAL CIRCLE TROUBLE 


Caused by the Abolition of Three and Five 
Year Endowment Payments. 

BALrI Mon, Md., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Council of the American Fraternal 
Circle at ita annual session here last week 
changed the constitution so as to do away 
with the three and five year payments of the 
seven-year endowment policy of $1,000, The 
Gircle is, next to the Iron Hall, the largest 
endowment order in the country. The action 
of the Supreme Council is likely to cause 
trouble, as many of the members whose three 
year payments are about due are clamoring 
for their money and claim that the Supreme 
Council should have waited until the first 
holders of certificates had been paid. About 
2,000 members have received the $200, the 
three-year payment on their certificates. The 
members are required to pay _ fifteen 
ments annually of $2.50 each. The 
cers say that the number of assessments 
would have to be increased to meet the three- 
year payments. The Iron Hall pays $1,000 
in seven years and has always met its 
obligations. The Fraternal Circle officers say 
it can do the same. There are 200,000 mem- 
bers in eighteen States. It has been in exist- 
ence a little over three years. The receipts 
have been $950,000, of which $179,000 has 
been paid out in sick benefits and partial pay- 
ments on certificates. Nearly $700,000 is de- 
posited in the safe deposit and trust com- 
panies of Baltimore. The organization lost 
$18,000 by the Nicholson bank failure. The

Missionary Young Says the Cree and Sault- 
eux Tribes Have Adopted Christianity. 
At the noonday prayer-meeting in Farwell 

Hall yesterday the Rev. Egerton R. Young, 

who for twenty-two years has been a mission- 

ary among the Cree and Saulteux Indians 
north of Manitoba, gave a short talk on 
wild missionary life in the great lone 
land. He described the condition of 
the Indians when he flrst went 
among them with the gospel. At that 
time they were under the influence of the 
medicine men. When he left them had 
adopted the ways of the white man, built 
themselves ho were industriously 
tilling the soil. In one village of ninety 
houses, he said, every family held worship 

morning and evening, and no book was 80 

generally read as the Bible.

WILL GO ON THE STAND TODAY. 


One of the Alleged Conspirators to Testify 
in the Ritzler Case, 

In the Ritzler conspiracy case yesterday an 
effort was made by the prosecution to iutro- 
duce the evidence given by George A. Ritzler 
Jr. in the County Court. The defense object- 
ed because there would be an opportunity to 
cross-examine. The point the prosecution 
wanted to show was that young Ritzler admit- 
ted his belief that a partnership existed be- 
tween Ritzler Sr. and W. F. Smith.

The Police Take Their Prisoner Before His 


Victim, Who Identifies Him Beyond 
Doubt—Continuing the Search—Daring 
Robbery of a Young Woman at Wells 
gud Division Streets—The Thief Capt- 
ured After a Lively Chase and Turned 
Over to an Officer. 


The leader of the gang of five men who shot 
and beat Iver Anderson in his son-in-law’s 
coal office on Nagth Leavitt street last week is 
under arrest. He has been confined in either 
the East or West Chicago Avenue Police Sta- 
tion since Sunday. Last night the officials 
positively denied that any one had been ar- 
rested for the crime. Mr. Anderson, however, 
told a different story. 

N Sunday night just as he was on the point of 
retiring two detectives came to his house, and 
with them was athird individual. The three 
men were shown into Mr. Anderson’s bed- 
room and the detectives asked him if he could 
identify the prisoner as one ot the men 
who .with drawn revolvers told him 
to throw up his hands and Iturn over 
his money. The wounded man at once re- 
cognized him as the leader, whose features 
were hidden by a dark-colored handkerchief, 
and who beat him over the head with a re- 
volver. A handkerchief was used as a mask 
and the identification was then positive. 

The detectives did not tell Mr. Anderson 
the name of their man, but told his son that 
he had but recently been released from Joliet. 

A young man named Sanderson, who 
was standing almost across the street from 
the coal office when the assault took place, 
was out with detectives yesterday afternoon 
and nearly all last night looking for the 
rest of the gang. The Garfield race-track 
was visited in the afternoon, but if any ar- 
rests were made no booking was done.. 

An exceedingly bold highway robbery com- 
mitted at 6 o’clock last evening at Wells and 
Division street is supposed to be the work of 
the same gang. One arrest, that of John 
Miskovjak, had been made up to midnight, but 
tho two other participants are known and will 
be arrested today. Miskovjak, who is but 16 
3 old, had a revolver in his pocket, and 

is description tallies almost exactly with that 
of the fellow who shot Mr. Anderson in the 


hip. 

The victim of the robbery was Miss Sadie 
Nielson, who lives with her parents at No, 
1023 Sheffield avenue. She had been down- 
town during the afternoon, and, having re- 
ceived money from her father to pay dues in 
the Phoenix Building Association, called at the 
office on Sedgwick and Division streets. When 


.she went up-stairs to the office she noticed 


three fellows eying her closely and on coming 
down-stairs found them still there. She wait- 
ed a moment for a Division street car, but 
none being in sight decided to walk down to 
Wells street. hen she reached the corner of 
Wells and Division all the cars were going the 
wrung way, and she had been standing there 
about two minutes when two of the fellows 
who had been ——s in the stairway rushed 
up to her and pushed her violently to one side. 
At the same moment their confederate, John 
Miskovjak, put his arms around her waist 
from behind, wrenched her pocketbook from 
her hands, and started down Division toward 
La Salle. Miss Nielson started after him, 
shouting Stop thief!“ as loud as possible, 
but before she had chased him half a block a 
crowd of 100 men were in pursuit. A city 
employé, whose name Miss Nielson does not 
know, caught the thief and turned him over 
to Officer James Abbey, who was passing on a 
street-car. 

When Miskovjak was searched at the police 
station and the revolver was discovered he was 
asked what he wanted with such a weapon. 

**Why, to use it, if I got in a pinch,” re- 
sponded the young man, 

Miskovjak wil] be taken before Mr. Ander- 
son today for identification. 

John Plopinski, one of the men implicated 
in the robbery of Miss Nielson, was, 
shortly after midnight, and locked up at the 


East Chicago Avenue Station. 


HAS TAKEN OUT ITS BUILDING PERMIT. 


The Young Men's Christian Association Pre- 
paring for Its New Structure.

Ir is not wise in the Election Board to pro- 
pose a change of headquarters at this time, 
nor is it necessary.

They can retain the two 
large rooms they now occupy in the County 
Building until the Presidential election is 
over. There is room enough for the work of 
the Commissioners in those rooms. The 
vaults are specially fitted for the reception 
and safekeeping of the poll lists, registration 
sheets, and election returas.

Besides, experi- 
ence has demonstrated that it is important the 
election offices should be in a public building 
within easy call of the Police Department.

This request was com- 
plied with, It would be impossible to do 
this if the election offices were in a pri- 
vate office building. In short, the people sre 
better satisfied as to the safety of the returns 
and that there will be no tampering with them 
when they are in public vaults and under the 
surveillance of the public officers employed to 
preserve law and order. The Election Board 
should not be in a hurry to get away from the 
principal public building of the city and 
county. This year two additional stories are 
to be added to the County Building. The Elec- 
tion Commissioners may be accommodated in 
one of those stories. Until then the offices 
ougfit to be kept where they are now. 


SECRETARY BLAINE’S WETTER OF DECLI- 
NATION, 

In its comments upon Mr. Blaine's letter to 
Mr. Clarkson declining the Republican nomi- 
nation for the Presidency Tan Tarsuns al- 
ready has said that his malignant Democratic 
enemies would insinuate that his declaration 
is equivocal and two-sided. Tus TMRHUxA's 
conjecture is confirmed by the course of more 
than one prominent Democratic newspaper 
which has charged the great Secretary of 
State with making this declaration with the 
intention of withdrawing it at the last mo- 
ment. Less than this hardly could have been 
expected of enemies so malignant in their 
hatred of the man who has crowned this ad- 
ministration with success, dignified its diplo- 
macy, and enhanced the prosperity of the 
‘country by his policy of reciprocity. 

His enemies to the contrary notwithstanding, 
Mr. Blaine’s declination is honest, unequiv- 
ocal, and final. In a conversation yesterday 
be said: The letter is final. I am not a 
“candidate and should refuse a nomination 
were it tendered me. It has been made in 
ample time also to remove his own candidacy 
as an obstacle in the way of others. Had he 
remained in the field no éne would have pre- 
sumed to compete with him for the prize at 
Minneapolis, His letter, however, is public 
notice to all concerned, four months in ad- 
vance, that he is not a candidate, and that his 
„name will not go before the Republican Na- 
tional convention for the nomination,’ and 
this of itself should be a sufficient answer to 
the insinuation of his partisan critics. The 
people at large will regret that the conditions 
of his health have induced him to take this 
step. Had they been otherwise, had 
he felt himself able to endure the 
strain of the campaign and the pressure 
of spoilsmen, the people would not have en- 
tertained the claims of any other candidate. 
The overwhelming sentiment of the Repub- 
lacan party from Maine to California would 
have secured his nomination by enthusiastic 
acclamation. No favorite son of a State would 
have challenged the honor due to the favorite 
son of the whole country. So long as he re- 
mained in the fight the question of leadership 
would not have been raised. He alone, could 
withdraw the game of James G. Blaine as 
the Republigan candidate for the Presidency. 
Now that he has done it a wave of sorrow and 
disappointment will sweep over the country— 
sorrow that his physical condition should 
stand in the way of popular preferment, dis- 
appointment that the foremost of Americans 
should not be able to accept the highest hon- 
ors in the gift of the American people. The 
outcome will be accepted with a sense of per- 
sonal regret. 

The decision of Secretary Blaine, which will 
be entertained so reluctantly by the people, 
will be tempered somewhat by its reflection 
that other Americans who stood highest in 
the estimation of the people, like Webster 
and Henry Clay, failed to reach the high office 
of President notwithstanding their eminent 
services, Their fame, however, was none the 
less secure on this account, nor will that of 
Mr. Blaine suffer. In stepping out of the 
arena of political strife he takes with him a 
record of distinguished service which is now 
in no danger of being tarnished by partisan 
eccident or mistake. In a receat conversa- 
tion with a friend he said: “I confess I 
would like to be President, but I will never 
again risk my life and health in seeking it. 
The office of Secretary. of State is a broad 
enough field for me during the rest of my 
political career.“ The splendid ability with 
which he has conducted that office, the astute- 
ness and skill with which he has handled 
grave and delicate diplomatic questions 
crowding upon each other for solution, the 
brilliant success which has crowned his mas- 
terwork of reciprocity, and his devotion of all 
these, not to self but to the interests of the 
Republican administration, constitute a rec- 
ord so illustrious, patriotic, and statesman- 
like that four years of the Presidency could 
add nothing to it. His fame is secure. Not 
even his most malignant enemies sully it, 
He will go into history as the @reatest of 
American Premiers when some who have been 
Presidents will be forgotten, and as the em- 
bodiment of all that goes to make up genuine 
Americanism, 

Mr. Blaine's retirement now leaves the field 
open for those who would not have pressed 
their claims had he been a candidate. It puts 
an end to the silly, it not worse than silly, talk 
of his Democratic enemies as to divisions in 
the Cabinet. It shuts the mouths of one 
malignant faction of Republicans which had 
its headquarters in Washington and which has 


not hesitated to accuse him of antagonizing 


the President at every step for his own politic- 
al advantage. In the same conversation above 
referred to he says: “I believe that Presi- 
dent Harrison has earned ‘another term.” 
His devotion to his party and his earriest de- 
sire for its success were never clearer than 
they appear in the light of this brief but 
significant letter, What may happen between 
now and June no one can say, but as the 
political situation now discloses itself there 
‘ean be little doubt that Mr. Blaine’s retire- 
ment leaves the way clear for the 
renomination of Mr. Harrison, though there

OLEO MARGARINE. | 

The leading articie in the latest number of 
the Medical News is devoted to a discussion 
of the oleomargarine question by Prof. G. C. 
Caldwell. After describing the processes of 
manufacture and showing that the butterine 
product may be as clean and wholesome as 
real butter, the writer says itis not so digest- 
ible, though not less so than are any other 
animal fats except butter. He does not be- 
lieve any satisfactory proof has ever been fur- 
nished of the presence of disease germs in the 
artificial product, unless when admittedly in 
a decomposing state, and no case of disease 
nor any general specific form of disease can 
be pointed out as due even in the most indirect 
manner to the use of this food product. 

There is no positive proof that butterine is 
now made of disease-causing materials, or 
ever has been, though dyspepsia may possibly 
be favored by its large use due to cheapness. 
And it can hardly be said that the passage of 
a national law has given any better assurance 
than previously existed that only a clean and 
pure product will be sold. The chief motive 
for such legislation was that of attempting to 
save from pecuniary damage another industry 
working along the same line; and it is not 
surprising that many regard it as unjust to 
pronibit the manufacture or sale of this sub- 
stance whether directly or by such ridiculous 
subterfuges as requiring it to be colored pink 
or any other abnormal hue. 

But, on the other hand, oleomargarine is 
not butter, and it is wrong to sell it as but 
no matter how good, the imitation may 
Probably its manufacturers and sellers have 
brought upon themselves all the trouble in 
the way of prohibitive legislation by their 
attempts to sell it as butter. All over the 
civilized world general or special laws exist 
prohibiting the selling of anything for what it 
is not, and no one denies the equity of those 
laws. When a man sells oleomargarine as 
butter he is violating those laws, and just in 
proportion to the ease with which the imita- 
tion can be palmed off for what it is not and 
just in proportion to the value of other useful 
industries that are injured by such deceit 
should be the penalties imposed on the fraud. 
The efficiency of the means for its detection 
ought to be ample, so that the producer of the 
genuine article need not to go far out of his 
way for the means of defense. Theretore 
laws requiring that. oleomargarine shall be sold 
for just what it is are just laws, no matter 
how stringent they may be. 

Furthermore, the writer indicates it as his 
conviction that there is work for the Boards 
of Health in connection with the manufacture 
and sale of this food product in States where 
these are permitted. Especially should its 
manufacture be watched. This needs to be 
done at least until it has been fully estab- 
lished that only clear fats from animals 
killed in health can be used, and there is some 
Aoubt in regard to this point. The large 
license fee required throws the manufacture 
into comparatively few hands, and thus in- 
spection is rendered more easy. Under such 
restrictions it should seem thatthe trade in 
this food product might safely be left to itself, 
and that it might be a blessing to the com- 
munity as a whole in supplying at low prices 
a savory substitute for butter, far better in 
quality than most of that which the poorer 
classes have to eat if they can get only genu- 
ine butter. And as to those who can afford 
to pay for good butter the opportunity to get 
it will be better, as dairymen will be obliged 
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IOWA REPUBLICANS AND THE SCHMIDT 
HIGH LICENSE LAW.

Mr. J. S. Clarkson and other cool- headed 
Iowa Republicans have expressed themselves 
as to the folly of their party keeping its fort- 
unes united with those of the Prohibitory law. 

There is now pending in the Iowa Senate, 
and will be passed by that Demogeratic| branch 
of the Legislature, Senator Schmidts High 
License and Local Option law, which, while 
resembling that of Illinois in its general feat- 
ures, differs from it in sume details: The 
question whether licenses shail be granted in 
a city or in a county outside of a city is voted 
on directly by the peopie at a special election 
called for the purpose. That is more Demo- 
cratic than the Illinois way and is calculated 
to insure better results. If a city votes to 
grant licenses, one-fourth the fee, which, as in 
Illinvis, cannot be less than $500, goes to the 
county in which the city is situated. If the 
vote were by counties this would not be objec- 
tionable. But as such is not the case the Illi. 
nois plan of giving the licensing municipality 
all the money seems the fairest one. 

It is stated that all the Republican mem- 
bers of the Legislature will vote against this 
bill. If they do it will be beaten, for they are 
in a majority in the House. But if they 
slaughter this measure and leave the Prohibi- 
tory law ulcer unhealed they will make à great 
mistake, politically and otherwise. The Re- 
publicans plead that they stand by the Pro- 
hibitory law in the interests of temper-: 
ance, which, they say, will be harmed by the 
substitution of the Schmidt High an and 
Local Option law. 

Undisputed facts disprove that. Thlebretic. 
ally there is a Prohivitory law covering the 
entire State. Practically there is one apply- 
ing to a number of Republican counties, 
while in twenty-five or thirty of the largest 
and most populous Democratic ones it is a 
dead letter, having no more force than a 
statute which the Legislature might pass regu- 
lating the sale of liquor in Africa or the moon. 
Furthermore, the num a of Democratic coun- 
ties which repudiate the law is in¢reasing 
steadily. 

The Republican gounties have been endeay- 
oring for some years to impose “dry ”’ 
sumptuary ideas on the wet Democratic 
counties. The latter have resisted and with 
success. The Democratic voters in those 
counties have the local macninery in their 
hands.

How is a thirsty ma- 
jotity to be coerced by a minority? 
Democrats will drink, and the Republicans 
ought to perceive by this time that they can- 
not hinder them. All that they can accomplish 
is to make them do their drinking decently 
and in order. At present, in the Democratic 
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counties, the liquor traffic is carried on with 


out taxation and without regulation. All the 
evils of the unrestrained sale of spirits are 
visible in their most offensive forms. That 
state of affairs cannot be bettered so long as 
the Republicans hang on to a Prohibitory 
law which is effectual only in their own coun- 
ties. Outside of them it is not worth the 
paper it is written on. 

In the interests ot temperance, therefore, the 
Republicans should vote for the Schmidt 
bill. The Democrats say to them: We want 
to regulate, restrict, and tax the liquor traffic 
in our counties. Why not grant them what 
they ask? It is strange that any Republican 
member should be opposed to placing a high 
license tax of from $500 to $5,000 on saloons 
which are running wide open in the Demo- 
cratic counties without paying a cent of 
license and will continue to do so as long as the 
present law remains on the statute books, 
There can be no worse state of things for the 
people than that existing now. It is ruinous 
to sobriety and good morals. It corrupts the 
young. It is destructive of good local govern- 
ment. Why do the Republicans wish the sale 
of free whisky to keep on and those effects to 
follow it? : 

If the Republican House will pass the com- 
mon sense Schinidt bill, a number of the 
counties now under the control of the untaxed 
grog shop will be reclaimed by the Repub- 
licang and many townships in Democratic 
liquor counties will be carried by the local op- 
tion people. But no county where the Pro- 
hibitory law is enforced now wii! vote for the 
licensing of saloons. Thus temperance will 
gain everywhere and lose nowhere. But if 
some such bill is not passed the probabilities 
are that at the next election—certainly at the 
the one two years hence—so.ne more Repub- 
lican counties will go over to the wet Dem- 
ocrats and be added to the increasing list of 
those where liquor is as free as water.

KEEP A CLOSE EYE ON THE DRINKING 
WATER. 

The tunnel connecting with the breakwater 
crib has been opened and a small amount of 
water is being pumped through it. Its full 
capacity 1s 90,000,000 gallons a day, but it is 
stated that only enough will be drawn through 
it to eke out the supply from the two-mile 
crib when it is insufficient, 

It is stated by the engineers that— 

In regard to the character of the water from 
this new tunnel analyses as well as appearances 
show that it is pure and perfectly safe for all 
drinking and domestic purposes. Its location 
protects it from all sewage and river impurities 
except during the heavy spring floods, 


Very likely the condition of the water at the 
breakwater crib is satisfactory at this moment, 
but it is impossible to predict how long it will 
remain so. It must be remembered that the 
position of the crib is such that sewage poured 
into the lake by the sewers along the north 
shore may be carried to it by winds or cur- 
rents. If water is to be taken from this crib 
and supplied to the people for drinking par- 
poses, an incessant watch must be kept to see 
that it is in decent condition. If bad the fact 
should be discovered before it is pumped and 
not after it has been drank. Appearances 
alone should not be trusted to, but analyses 
by experts should be made continually. 

It would be well also if the quality of the 
water supplied by the two-mile crib were sub- 


jected to constant examination during the 


months which must elapse before the Bridge- 
port works are put in such condition as to 
pump 60,000 cubic feet a minute. The amount 
pumped at present is so small that there is 
constant danger of pollution. And whenever 
these analyses show that the water is not good, 
then the people should be notified officially in 
order that they may boil it before they use it. 
It is cheaper for the community to go to the 
expense of such examinations than itis to 
care for typhoid-fever patients in the County 
Hospital. There is no reason why there 
should not be a daily report on the condition 
of the water. When the citizens are told that 
it is good, as is generally the case, their minds 
will be at ease. When they are told that it is 
not so good they can take precautions. At 
present they get nervous when it 1s roily, 
though the discoloration may be due to harm- 
less sand or clay, but it may be in bad condi- 
tion and the eye be unable to detect the fact. 
Daily information as to the quality of the 
water is much needed. 


" DECLINING SILVER. 

The steady and great décline in the price of 
silver during the last eighteen months must 
be a surprise to those who professed to be- 
lieve the act of July, 1890, was all that was re- 
quired to restore it to a value of 81.29 per 
troy ounce. In spite of the subsequent pur- 
chase of 4,500,000 ounces each month by the 
United States Treasury the price has steadily 
fallen from $1.21 Aug. 19, 1890, to 90}¢ this 
week. This was nearly one cent less than the 
lowest price previously known, that being the 
91.2 cents of May 19, 1888. Following are the 
average market values per troy ounce for pure

The recent weakness may in part be ac- 
counted for by reference to the fact that large 
purchases of silver were made last July by 
Spain and other European countries, while 
India took about $40,000,000 of silver in 1889 
and nearly as much in 1890, but only 828,600, 
000 in 1891. But undoubtedly the great 
reason for the decline lies in the great in- 
crease in production of silver in 1890, and the 


discovery that it can be produced and sold at 


a profit at the lower prices obtaining in the 
latter half of last year. The world’s produc. 
tion for 1890 is stated as 4,010,516 kilos, or 
about 128.440, 000 troy ounces, that being an 
increase of 18. 45 percent over the production 
of 1888. This is the official statement, but it 
is the growing opinion among experts that the 
production of silver in the world reeentiy has 
been underestimated, It is said the Director 
of the Mint has not taken into account fully 
12,000,000 ounces of silver imported into Great 
Britain from Australia and other coyntries in 
the form of silver lead and there smelted. 
This is indicated by the statistical excess of 
exports over imports by that country. Mak- 
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ing allowances for that fact it seems that the 
production of silver has increased not less 
than 20 per cent in the two years, and the 
prospect is for a further larger increase 80 


long as production is encouraged by a hope 


that the silver can be sold for a great deal 
more than it costs to the mine owners and 
operators, 

The cost at the mines was recently stated by 
Congressman Harter of Ohio to be 41 cents 
(for the 371½ grains of pure metal in the 
dollar), and while that is the case it would be 
absurd to suppose that any legislation could 
make it sell at 100 cents. Even at 70 cents 
there is such a wide margin to cover the cost 
of transportation to commercial centers that 
the miners are glad to produce and sell all 
they can, and it is understood to have been 
their free selling which has so badly weakened 
the market for silver during the last few days.

Tun appearance of the new star in the con- 
stellation Auriga, noted in Tun Txisuns of 
Monday, is meat for the astronomers. It 
has set some of them to ‘hunting the records, 
where they find that the visitor must have 
made its appearance at some time during the 
first ten days of December last, the image of 
the star being impressed upon a photographic 
map of that region taken Dec. 10, but not on 
one taken at the close of November. It also 
seems that the star already has passed the 
maximum of its brilliancy to us, so that it is 
not about to blaze up in the sky se brightly as 
to confirm the fears of the fellows who tell us 
the end of the world is nigh at hand. But the 
spectroscope shows that while the apparition 
carries with it no harm to ourselves it may 
have been a bad thing for the star. No other 
gives such a spectrum, Examinations made at 
the Harvard Observatory show that in its 
spectrum the hydrogen lines are dark, with 
bright edges towards the red end of the dif- 
fused image of the light ray. In other words, 
the visitor is believed to be wrappedin a 
whirlwind of flame, but whether due to an in- 
ternal explosion or to violently colliding with 
some other large mass will probably never be 
known by us. The latter supposition is, ho w- 
ever, by far the mosttenable. It has been 
calculated that the fall of the earth into the 
sun would cause enough ‘heat to raise our 
planet to a temperature of fully eighty mull- 
ion degrees of the Fahrenheit scale if the heat 
30 evolved were confined to the material now 
composing the earth, and not partly diffused 
through the sun or thrown off into space in- 
stead of all being concentrated upon telluric 
atoms. There is plenty of room inside that 
limit for the exhibition of violent flames upon 
a body previously dark but lighted up into 
what we call the star by the intense heat de- 
veloped at the moment of collision with an- 
other world. Doubtless, if our earth is ever 
to be destroyed by fire, as some suppose to be 
indicated in the scriptures, it will be owing to 
a collision with some other body sufficiently 
large to set it in a blaze. It may be added 
that the moon would do.“ If she should 
fall to our planet the heat developed by the 
shock would raise the temperature of both 
masses to more than 25,000 degrees.

The idea of the United States or any citizen 
thereof having any design or even a desire to capt- 
ure a foot of Chilean or any other South Ameri- 
can territory is preposterous. The charge 
against Mr. Blaine adds insult to wickedness, for 
it is a well-known fact that ever since he was in 
the Garfield Cabinet it has been the great aim of 
his life to establish a close commercial alliance 
with all the South American republics, to intro- 
duce common laws of trade, a common currency, 
and, if necessary, to form an alliance offensive 
and defensive, whereby. in case of a foreign war, 
any of those countries would secure the aid of 
the United States.

Putting Cotton Ties on the Free List. 

One of the things Springer proposes putting on 
the free list is cotton ties. Of course he will not 
succeed in making them free, and it is doubt- 
ful whether he really desires to. At any rate, 
whether he does push the thing or not, protection - 
ists will welcome a discussion of the tariff which 
would revolve around this particular article. 
Cotton ties under the old tariff paid an insignifi- 
cant duty of M per cent ad valorem. Mills in his 
bill, because they were chiefly consumed in the 
South, put them on the free list, but failed, of 
course, to pass his measure. McKinley had more 
success. Thinking that M per cent ad valorem 
did not constitute sufficient protection he ad- 
vanced the duty to 12-10 cents a pound. The 
effect was almost instantaneous, American manu- 
facturers who wore afraid to go into the business 
when the duty was only W per cent ad valorem 
commenced to manufacture them, and ina short 


time the imported article was completely 
driven out of the market, Not

In Memory of Mary Queen of Scots. 

Today being the anniversary of the death 
of Mary Queen of Scots sympathizers with 
the Stuart dynasty —. to lay floral trib- 
utes on her tomb in Westminster Abbey. 
Many res nded to the call and about 250 
Jacobite loyalists made their way to the ab- 
bey. The authorities had got wind of the 
plot and a body of stalwart constables met 
the Jacobites at the entrance to the north 
chancel, When it was announced that admis- 
sion to the eee — would be refused the 
disappointment and disgust of the Jacobites 
were warmly expressed. 

The arrival of the Marquis de Ruvigney 
with a magnificent wreath of lilies, gardenias 
camellias, and other white flowers, renew 
the overflow of indignation, and it was decided 
to form in procession and march to the large 
iron — leading to the royal chapel. 

A lineal descendent of Robbie Anderson, 
who led the forces of Prince Charlie at Pres- 
tonians, headed the band. 

The Marquis de Ruvigney then placed his 
floral tribute oft the spikes of the gate leading 
to the royal tomb with this inscription: ‘* In 
memory of¢ the martyrdom of Mary of En- 
gland, Scotland, Ireland, and France, Queen, 
from a league of Jacobite Legitimists,”’ 


Victoria’s Parliamentary Speech Outlined. 


75 Times forecasts the Queen's speech 
thus: . 

The blow that has fallen upon the royal family 
and the nation in the death of the Duke of Clar- 
ence claims a few pathetic words which will as- 
suredly meet a loyal and sympatbetic response. 

In the domain of foreign affairs there is, hap- 
pily, ao communication of grave or alarming im- 
port to be conveyed from the Queen to the coun- 
try. The loss sustained by Egypt and by England 
in the untimely and lamented death of the Khe- 
dive Tewfic must be noticed, and the confidence 
which Lord Salisbury hes expressed in the pros- 
pects of the Egyptian Government under the new 
ruler will be thrown into the former but not less 
decided language of a royal message. 

The agreement for arbitration on the Bering 
Sea fishery question will demand reference, 
and in another quarter of the Lade the prompti- 
tude with which the Sultan of Zanzibar, in mak- 
ing that important station a free rt, has acted 
on the lines of British policy, and has shown that 
British protectorate not merely a nominal 
thing, will merit some reference. r relations 
with the rest of the world may be embraced in the 
time-honored assurance, Peace has been pre- 
served and we are on friendly terms with all other 
powers.” 

In domestic affairs the government is pledged 
to introduce a number of measures important 
enough if not unusually exciting. The comple- 
tion of the policy of extendi representative lo- 
cal government must include a County Council 
bill for Ireland. 

The revision of the agreement between the goy- 
ernment and the Bank of England, which is justi- 
fied by the altered conditions of finance, is a com- 
paratively narrow question, but the introduction 
of a measure dealing with it will no doubt give 
Mr. Goschen an opportunity of explaining and 
defending his policy relating to currency and 
banking as a whole.

The event belongs to the list of what we here 
call “ literary functions.“ Only the works of 
very well known dramatists are produced at 
the Frangaise, and when one of these efforts 
sees the footlights everybody who is anybody 
attends, and there is a perfect fight for seats. 

The auditorium had au unusually brilliant 
appearance tonight, President Carnot occu- 
pied a seat in one of the boxes with Mine.

I need hardly remind you that he has 
a well-earned reputation for eccentricity. He 
is the author of the drama of Nana Sahib,“ 
produced by Mme, Sarah Bernhardt some 
years ago, in which he played the leading pare 
at the Porte St. Martin. It was his wish to 
treat the work as ahistoric play, but it was 
somehow transformed into a purely romantic 
drama of the 1830 pattern. Healism is less in 
favor than it was here. For the moment it 
appears to have been superseded by works of 
various other schools. 

The author of Par Le Glaive”’ has done 
his utmost to galvanize the exploded style of 
a by-gone generation, But the critics seem to 
think he has succeeded. The new play con- 
tains many splendid lines, but the subject 
with which it deals has outgrown its interest. 
The plot is laid in 1359. It represents the 
struggles of a city ta get rid of a tyrant. Con- 
rad the Wolf has had the family of the Duc 
de Ravenna murdered. One member of the 
family alone has escaped.) He returns when 
his fellow-citizens all fancy him dead, still 
lovi the woman to whom he was once 
betrothed, ana who has since then married 
Conrad. This woman is named Rinalda. The 
people believe that she has betrayed their 
cause. In reality, however, she has wedded 
Conrad to save the city from a massacre; she 
hates her husband and loves the Duc. A con- 
spiracy breaks out. It is once more believed 
that Rinalda has been faithless to the city, 
and the hero, Guido, sacrificing love to civic 
duty, kills her. Then only, when it is too late, 
he learns the truth. 

A fantastic character, interpreted by Mounet- 
Sully, flite through the piece. He plays the 
part of the Greek chorus and makes speeches 
on the slightest pretext, exhorting the people 
to sacrifice, The Parisians have already nick- 
named this odd creature The Medieval Gen.

It is plain that sucha plot as has been 
shown us m Par le Glaive will not attract 
Paris long. The play is well worth seeing, 
none the less, for the sake of the fine acting.

Fhe Mounet brothers are ex- 
cellent in their respective roles. The younger 
Mounet was made up in imitation of a famous 

rtrait of Ceasar Borgia which exists in Rome.

Lonnon, Feb. 8.—Dwarf, & society paper, 
will print tomorrow an interview with Capt.

Presidents of the Coal-Oarrying Railroads

New York, Feb. 8.—[Spedial.]—The recent 
conferences between the coal-carrying rail- 
road officials have started innumerable ru- 
mors, It is indisputable that President Mo- 
Leod of the Reading railroad spent almost 
every day last week in this city conferring with 
President J. R. Maywell of the Jersey Central.

CARLYLE W. HARRIS SENTENCED. 


The Man Who Poisoned His Wife Hears 
His Doom with Perfect Composare. 

New York, Feb. 8.—[Special.]|—Carlyle W. 
Harris was sentenced today to die in the week 
beginning March 21 for the murder of Helen 
Neilson Potts, his unacknowledged wife. He 
heard his sentence calmly. Under the law he 
may see no visitor but a member of his fam- 


‘ily, his doctor, or his priest. No member of 


Harris’ family was in court when the young 
man was brought down from the Tombs. 
Harris was called to the bar, rested his hands 
on the wooden railing, and gazed steadily at 
Kecorder Sinyth and Judge Cowing, who sat 
upon the bench together. The formal motion 
for a new trial was heard and denied. Re- 
corder Smyth then read the sentence as fol- 
lows: 

Harris. you were tried in this court by a jury of 
PE ts intelli nce, men, I believe, of the strict- 
est integrity, who heard the evidence in this case 
with great patience and arrived at the result that 

ou were guilty of murder in the first degree in 

aving deprived your wife ot her life by the ad- 
ministration of morphine poison, I stated at the 
time the* verdict was rendered, and I believe, 
now, after an examination of the case since the 
trial. that no verdict could have been redered 
by the jury in the case other than the 
one that they did render. The evidence 
to my mind, was clear and conclusive. You had 
the benefit certainly of a fair trial. You had the 
benefit of counsel who have left nothing undone 
that men of intelligence and men of great ability 
could do for the purpose of coving you from the 
result of your eriminal act. It is sufficient for 
me to say that the crime for whieh you were con- 
victed, and justly convicted, in my judgment. was 
one of the most atrocious character, 

I will now proceed to pronounce 2422 
upon you. poe the verdiet rendered in this 
case, Carlyle W. Harris, the sentence is that you 
suffer the punishment of death, upon 4 day to 
be determined within the week commenc arch 
21, 1992, and until that sentence is carried into ef- 
fect that you be imprisoned in the manner and in 
the place provided by law. The panisbment 

be inflicted upon you in the mode and in the 
manner provided for by the laws of this State. 

Harris listened to it all respectfully. He 
did not see. at all concerned. When the Re- 
corder had finished Clerk John T. Carroll 
read the death warrant. Harris turned to- 
ward him politely, resting his right leg care- 
lessly against the lawyers’ table, When the 
last words were said puty-Sheriffs O Don- 
nell and Lynch Handouffed Harris to them- 
selves and hastened out of the buildmg. 

Lawyer Jerome handed 1 a notice of ap- 
peal to Recorder Smyth. This acts as à stay 
of proceedings. The argument for a new 
trial will be heard by the Court of Appeals in 
April and the decision will probably be hand-

SHOULD GOVERN ALL ELECTIONS. 


Opinion of Sherwood Dixon, Legislator, on 
the Australian Ballot Law, 

Secretary Nelson of the Democratic State 
Central committee yesterday gave out the 
opinion prepared by Sherwood Dixon of Lee 
County, on the question of whether or not tha 
Australian ballot law applies to the election 
of town officer.

Light on the Fire’s Origin.

He had 
received a telegram from Miss Davis’ father, 
his brother, in Philadelphia, saying that she 
had gone to New York three or four days ago 
to do some shopping, and had been stopping 
at the Hotel Royal. Mr. Davis could not 
recognize his niece among the dead. 

A well-dressed woman inquired for any in- 
formation of Mrs. Cora Henderson of Denver, 
Ovlo., who registered Saturday night from 
London, England. She could not identify 
any of the bodies. Beliboy Charley said that 
he saw Mrs. Henderson in the Nicholas drug- 
store, at Fortieth street and Sixth avenue, 
Sunday night.

From a careful examination of the hotel 
register and the journal which was furnished 
by Clerk Underwood the number of persons 
in the building when the fire broke out was 
152. Of this number twelve dead bodies have 
been recovered and eighty-one had been res- 
cued, leaving fifty-nine missing.

Des Mornes, Ia., Feb. 8:—[Special. ]—The 
Democratic Senators got into a lively row at 
their caucus tonight. It was called to arrange 
the manner of presenting the Schmidt bill, 
but before the caucus met Parsons, the Secre- 

‘tary of the Senate, was approached by a Dem- 
ocratic Senator and informed that if he would 
consent to being bounced, and have Cliff rein- 
stated as secretary, it was believed that some 
help could be obtained from the Republicans 
for the Schmidt bill. 

Mr. Parsons thought it pretty tough to be 
trading stock for the benefit of the pet 
measure of the Scott County Senator, but he 
finally told them that if they could 
do themselves any good by throwing him over- 
board to go ahead. When the caucus met the 
matter was brought up and a lively time en- 
sued. Mr. Parsons’ friend thought it was ask- 
ing too much to go back on him for the sake 
of a vote or two, the chances for which to say 
the least were very problematical, and so they 
fought it out with the result that Mr. Parsons 
is still on top, at least so a prominent Demo- 
cratic Senator just from the caucus room 
stated at a late hour. , 

There begins to be a well-grounded sus- 
picion that when the Democrats on the Elec- 
tion committee of the House let the Beem 
Democratic jAustralian ballot measure go 
by default they were not caught napping 
after all. Mr. Dayton, the Democratic leader 
in the House, explained the situation when he 
said in his speech in the House to- 
day: “As a Democrat I have not 
a particle of opposition to the passage 
of the bill presented by Mr. Norris (Repub- 
lican) for the reason that it is a copy of the 
Australian Ballot bill passed by the Demo- 
cratic Legislature of Illinois and I expect to 
vote for it on its final passage, and so it will 
come about that, so far as the House is con- 
cerned, neither party can make much capital 
out of Australian ballot legislation, as the bill 
will be passed probably without a dissenting 
vote. 

The Republican bill was considered in the 
House today, and in order that it might be ex- 
pedited as much as possible two sessions were 
held. Mr. Dayton offered as a substitute the 
Democratic caucus bill, which differs from 
the Norris bill in only a few points, it adopt- 
ing the Michigan instead of the Illinois form 
of ballot. Several sections of the Democratic 
bill were offered as amendments to the Norris 
bill, but were voted down, and the bill was 

rfected this afternoon so far as the Repub- 

icans are concerned. Mr. Dayton offered 

his bill as a substitute, and the House ad- 
journed until tomorrow morning. The Nor- 
ris bill will pass the House substantially in 
the form as offered, a synopsis of which ap- 
peared in these dispatches. 

In the Senate a number of bills were killed 
by being indefinitely postponed. Among 
them were one by Jamison providing for the 
settlement of differences by arbitration, two 
bills by Yeomansto protect associations of 
workingmen in the use of labels and trade- 
marks, a bill by Bishop to prohibit catching 
fish by spearing, one by Terry to prevent per- 
sons wearing badges or uniforms of secret 
societies of which they are not members, one 
by Cleveland in reference to the collection of 
taxes, and one by Hager requesting the clerks 
of courts to make reports to the Secretary of 
State before the first day of June instead of the 
first day of November.

HOW TO COLLECT ITS FORFEITS,

IS If FIT FOR DOMESTIC USE? 


The Water from the New Breakwater Crib 
Criticised., 

There were rumors around the City Hall 
yesterday that the water from the new break- 
water crib was not as good as it ought to be. 
and that its appearance was deceptive. That 
was the reason, it was said, why the new north 
shore tunnel is not being used to its full ca- 
pacity. City Engineer Clark has only 
said that the water appears to be 
clear and good, and fit for domestic 
purposes. He has not subjected it to cheinical 
analysis. That is necessary, say the critics 
of the water supply, and it is not wise to 
mingle this breakwater tunnel water with the 
water from the two-mile crib in the city sup- 
ply pipes until there is an analysis. 

Then rumor has it—and in thie instance 
rumor is supported by something like official 
testimony—that a chemical and microscopic 
analysis of this north shore tunnel water recent- 
ly made under the supervision of some of the 
city officials was far from satisfactory. It is 
asserted that some bacteria, which might or 
might not be disease germs, was found in this 
water. : 

The new crib is not a mile from shore, 
though the tunnel isa mile long. The tunnel 
does not run out direct from shore. It runs 
at an angle of about sixty degrees from the 
shore line northwards. The North Town 
sewers, and Lake View and Evanston sewers 
empty into the lake. It is not improbable; 
therefore, that the pollution may reach a crib 
not quite a mile from shore. 

Commissioner Aldrich was asked yesterday 
what he knew abut the condition of the water. 
He said: Well, for our own satisfaction 
and for the satisfaction of the public we are 
having an analysis, chemical and microscop- 
ical, made of the water just now. I expect a 
report in a few days and I shall publish that 
report. Prof. Long, I understand, is making an 
analysis for Commissioner Ware.

Clark and a tunnel expert yesterday in refer- 
ence to the extension of the Hyde Park 5,000- 
foot tunnel in accordance with Ald. O’Neill’s 
resolution. The inteation is to extend it 
5,000 feet more. As the Hyde Park 
intake is a submerged crib it is the 
intention to sink a workmg shaft some 
distance beyond it and put a permanent crib 
two miles out in the lake. The tunnel can 
then be bored from both ends—the perma- 
nent two-mile crib and the intake near the 
submerged crib. The work can be done in 
that way in less than ten months and the ex- 
tension will thus be ready for use before the 
first of next year.

SpRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 8.—|Special.]—In 

the United States District Court here today 

Milton Knight, General Traffic Manager of 

the Wabash railroad, who was indicted in the 

United States Court here several months ago 

for violating the Inter-State Commerce law, 

filed a demurrer to the indictment.

2, That the shipments of freight specified in the 
indictment were between poits wholly within 
the United States and a point wholly within a 
foreign country (Canada), and the several laws 
referred to in said indictment dg not apply or re- 
fer to such shipments, or in any way control the 
same. 

3. That the said acts of Congress do not nor 
does any law of the United States require schedules 
of joint rates established by agreement between 
carriers between points in the United States and 
points in the interior of a foreign country to be 
tiled with the Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
nor make a departure from such joint rates an 
offense as ulleged in said indictment. wae 

4. That because the Congress of the United 
States has no constitutional | power to, regulate 
commerce or the transportation of property be- 
tween points or places in the United States and 
points or places in the interior of foriegn coun- 
tries. :

‘GOV. BOYD IN OFFICE. 


HE REACHES LINCOLN AND MAKES 
THREE APPOINTMENTS, 


Ignores Gov. Thayer's Kindly Offers of As- 
sistance and Takes His Place for a Pub- 
lic Reception at Once—Will Make a 
Clean Sweep of the Officeholders—Leon- 
ard Accepts the Louisiana Republican 
Nomination—For the Lake County Con- 
ventlons— Hunter Is Well Pleased. 


LIxcolx, Neb., Feb. 8.-—[Special. |—There 
was no demonstration over the change of 
Governors today. Gor. Boyd and party came 
down from Omaha, arriving here at noon, and 
went directly to the Lincoln Hotel. The 
party consisted of the Governor, C. Bier- 
bower, Ed Bierbower, the Governor’s son-in- 
law, Jay G. Boyd, the Hon. Charles Ogden, 
Chairman of the Democratic State Central 
committee, Miss Boyd of Knoxville, III., Miss 
Burrows of Omaha, and Mrs. Twing of De- 
eatur, III. After dinner the Governor re- 
ceived a number of his friends, and then 
shortly after 2 o’clock the party went to the 
State House, where they found the halls and 
corridors thronged with people anxious tg see 
the new Governor in his place. 

At 2:15 o’clock Gen. Vifquain opened the 
doors to the executive office and announced 
the Hon. James Boyd, Governor of the State 
of Nebraska. The party entered, the Governor 
marching into the center of the room, followed 
by the ladies and gentlemen who accompa- 
nied him from Omaha. All in the room at 
once arose to their feet, and Gov. Thayer, ad- 
vancing, approached Boyd with his hand out- 
stretched and sad: Governor, how do you 
do?“ Mr. Boyd refused to accept Gov. 
Thayer’s extended hand. Gov. Thayer said, 
without giving notice to the studied and in- 
tended’ insult, ‘*I am now ready to turn over 
the office to you and have an inventory which 
we can consider together.“ Boyd replied by 
saying that there was no need of that, as he 
had been Governor all the time. Gov. Thayer 
then asked if he could be of any assistance 
further, and, receiving the answer No,“ he 
turned away. 

Gov. Boyd at once entered the private office, 
took off his overcoat, and, the crowd pressing 
in after him, a forced reception was held for 
an hour afterward, Thomas Majora, Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, whom it was expected would oc- 
cupy the Governor's chair for a time, was not 
present at the ceremony. He has been 
adverse to taking any part in the pro- 
ceedings. There was a small scene when 
Gov. Boyd refused to acknowledge Gov. 
Thayer’s greeting, and the whispers that 
went around the room were many. Next 
Monday the formal reinauguration will be 
held. The Samoset club of Omaha and the 
leading Democrats from over the State will 
be present and the town will be painted a car- 
mine hue. 

But few changes were made today. Judge 
Higgins was reinstated private secretary; 
Gen. Vifquain, Adjutant-General; and Philip 
Andrews, Labor Commissioner. Gov. Boyd 
will make a clean sweep in a few days, but he 
will hold a consultation with leading Demo- 
crats before so doing.

FOR BETTER SERVICE, 
MAYOR’S COMMITTEE REPORTS ON 
THE STREET-CAR PROBLEM. 


Elevated Alley Roads Considered Su pple- 
mental to Surface Roads—The Latter 
Should Run More Carsand Make Fewer 
Stops—Loops and Cross-Town Lines Rec- 
ommended—Street Blockades Should Be 
Prevented~An Experiment for the 
World’s Fair Year. 

The Transit committee appointed by the 
Mayor to investigate the street-ruilway prob- 
lem and make suggestions looking toward its 
solution made its report to the Council last 
evening. The committee thinks that much re- 
lief may be afforded by avoiding street block- 
ades, increasing the number of cars, making 
fewer stops,, granting certain loop facili- 
ties, building cruss-town lines, and making 
other improvements which are outlined. The 
committee suggests as an experiment that 
during the World's Fair the down-town dis- 


trict be freed of cars of all kinds, and thinks 


this arrangement may become permanent if 
tried. It recoinmends the appointment of a 
committee to solve the problem of steam rail- 
way entrance into the city, and recommends 
the elevated alley roads as supplemental to 
the surface systems. 

The essence of the report is as follows: 


That the ordinance allowing cable trains to 
consist of only a grip and two trailers be changed 
so as to allow three trailers. This would of itself 
be an increase of at least 15 per cent. That the 
additional loop asked for by the South Side com- 
pany be granted. This, according to the state- 
ment of Mr. Wheeler, would increase the darrying 
capacity of the road fully 50 per cent, There 
can be no doubt that during the rush 
hours the present loop is taxed to its 
maximum carrying capacity. Thatthe Madison 
street loop, as asked by the West Side company, 
be extended to State street and that the cars re 
turn on Washington street, thus greatly relieving 
Randolph and La Salle streets. 
through the Van Buren street tunnel be granted 
as far eastward as Dearborn street, which would 
relieve the Washington street tunnel fully 25 per 
cent, and which, with the increased ca- 
pacity of the enlarged Madison street loop, 
would increase the capacity of the West 
Sido. cable system fully per cent. 
That franchises for cross-town lines be granted 
wherever they would reliéve travel in certain dis- 
tricts, Which in turn would help the main lines. 
Such cross-town lines, however, ought only to be 
granted where the demand comes from citizens 
and from the taxpaying property-holders prompt- 
ed by actual necessity. At present it is easier to 
go from Chicago to Milwaukee than from High 

idge to Brighton, although both are not only 
within the city limits but upon the same street. 
That the number of cars on all cable lines and 
the main horse-car liues be increased not only 
during the rush hours but also during other 
hours, as at present the accommodations cer- 
tainly are inadequate. That more trippers be 
run during the rush hours on all lines (on some 
they can.only be run when better loop facilities 
are afforded), so that thousands, of wliom the 
largest number is the laboring classes, can 
properly accommodated when going to and re- 
turning from their hard day’s work. hat more 
hight cars be run, even if the night service is 
run at a loss, the public has the right to demand. 
That waiting-rooms be erected at the principal 
points in the outlying districts where cross-town 
cars connect and where transfers are given. That 
all double fares ought to be abolished. and that 
transfers ought to be given on all intefsecting 
lines. Tne secret of the: great success of the ele- 
vated roads is not only their greater speed. but 
theig less number of stoppages. The samé princi- 
ple applied to surface roads stopping only at every 
second corner would, we think, be no inconsider- 
able saving of time. This plan works admirably 
in every European city. 


A Radical Experiment Suggested. 


The changes in reference to street-car loops will, 
in our judgment, be sufficient to reliéve our 
streets from their overburdened condition for at 
least several years when the city is in its normal 
condition in reference to population. But what 
shall we do upon the opening of the Columbian 
Exposition? Those who noted the condition of 
our streets upon the unveiling of the Grant Mon- 
ument last October can well imagine what will 
be our condition when we have the great World’s 
Fair. If no changes in our street transportation 
are made we venture the opinion{that when the 
Exposition is running in full blast no woman, 

iid. o | or will be 
within the area bounded by Harrison, the South 
Branch, the river, and the lake. Odsly the 
strong and robust will be able to vent- 
ure within that area, and they will be con- 
stantly accompanied by a large factor of danger. 
We are, therefore, of the opinion, that as @ meas- 
ure of permanent relief all cars and tracks must 
be excluded from the business center. The com- 
ing of the Columbian Exposition will forge upon 
our people the experiment as atemporary ex 
dient what in our judgment will have to be ulti- 
mately adopted for the permanent relief of our 
streets. We never hear complaints from our 
suburban population who are unloaded ou the 
Lake-Front, Polk, Harrison. Canal, and Kinzie 
streets, and with these suggestions adopted for 
the period of the Columbian — we bring 
the people nearer to the Court-House than the 
railway stations now located. During the period 
of the Fair our people will become accustomed to 
the changed condition of affairs. If they find it 


advantageous we have no doubt the reduced haul 


will fully compensate the railroad companies for 
the exclusion of their cars from an area where all 
alike are excluded. If it is found disadvan- 
tageous the old condition can easily be resumed. 
For this purpose we would recommend the im- 
mediate construction of auxiliary loops outside 
of the territory above mentioned. 

It is our belief that the elevated roads must 
supplement but not supplant the surface roads, 
and must divide the business with them. We 
have examined the Sonth Side Alley Elevated 
Passenger railway, now under construction, and 


‘are convinced that elevated roads constructed on 
the plan that this road has adopted would not se- 
riously damage property, woul 


not be objection- 
able in appearance, and would combine all the 
requirements of a first-class road for the purposes 
for which it is designed, We shall therefore hail 
with joy the completion of the South Side Alley 
road as the harbinger of better transportation fa- 
cilities, as the pioneer of the new era, and as a 
model for others to follow. 

All steam roads ought to be elevated. If pas- 
senger-trains could be run into the heart pf the 
city at a rate of not less than thirty miles af hour 
how great would be the saving of time to the pas- 
senger and how much the carrying ¢apacity 
would be increased, to say nothing of the far 
greater security to life and limb, which would be 
at the same time an enormous saving to the com- 
panies themselves. In Berlin all railroads enter 
the heart of the city at their maximum speed and 
the rental received from the space under this 
superstructure more than pays for the interest on 
the investment. Why cannot it be done here? 
This elevated system has worked admirably in 
New York, Philadelphia, and Rochester. 


A Committee on Steam Railroads. 


We have been diligent in our efforts to get in- 
formation from the railroad companies and the 
opinions of citizens who have to som@ oxtent 
studied the situation. The subway plan and via- 
duct plan and the plan of elevating the tracks 
have all been discussed, and from the informa- 
tion thus obtained your committee, while recog- 
nizing that there is an emphatic demand from 
the public for a change that will afford greater 
safety to life and less obstruction to the general 
business of the city, and, while of the opinion 
that an elevated system is the most desirable, 
alsé recognize the magnitude of the un- 
dertaking, the great cost, the disturbance 
of vested rights, and conflicting interests 
of various kinds that must be arranged 
before practical resuitscan be obtained. Your 
committee would therefore suggest the appoint- 
ment Of committee of experts representing the 
various interests involved and that said commit- 
tee be empowered to collect data on which to 
base an emphatic report as to the most practical 
system to adopt. and we believe that a report cov- 
ering the whole question should be prepared at a 
date as soon as practical, to the end that if the 
present surface system is to remain the viaducts 
now in course of construction may be completed 
and the further construction of safety appliances, 
viaducts, etc., may be commenced and completed 
without delay. 

The streets in the most congested portions of 
our business center are filled by long lines of 
horses on either side, thus reducing the available 
width of the street by at least sixteen feet. The 
ordinance against such custom, if one sufficiently 
rigorous exists, should be strictly enforced, and, 
if a strong ordinance is not found in the city code, 
one should be immediately passed prohibiting 
the standing of horses alongside of the 
curb stone when not in charge of a 
driver, and then only for a limited time. 
Why cannot wagons going in one dire¢tion be 
compelled to take one streét, those going in an- 
other direction to take another street? Why can- 
not the same rule be enforced upon our streets as 
upon our double bridges? The enforcement of 
this rule may compel a driver to go a little farther.

“rhe police officers in the business district should 
be intelligent men, able to judge of the necessi- 
ties of the traveling public. They should be in- 
structed to see that the streets are kept free for 
the movement of cars and vehicles, and that 
nothing should interfere with this. Blockad- 
ing of any part of the street should not 
be allowed under any circumstances, even 
though it should bethe unloading of wagons. All 
vehicles should be forced to draw up alongside 
of the curb and none be allowed to back in. If it 
is unhandy for parties to load the wagons in that 
position they must so contrive their wagons that 
this can be done. To stop the tratlic on the 
street meiely because the wagons are not proper- 
ly constructed is ridiculous. 1 of 
building material should be so regulated that 
while it may take up some room on the street it 
must not interfere with travel.

EAST-BOUND BUSINESS IMPROVING, 


Slight Increase in Shipments During the 
Last Week. | 

East-bound freight business from Chicago 
improved slightly during the last week. The 
railroads hope that the improvement will be 
permanent inasmuch as the freight blockades 
in the’ East are being gradually overcome, If 
the roads were open and plenty of cars are 
furnished the movement of freight must 
necessarily continue large for some 
time to come, as the 
corn crop’ has just commenced to 


0 forward. The total shipments of. flour, 
grain, and provisions from Chicago through 


to the seaboard and for export by the various 
Central Traffic Association roads during the 
last week amounted to 71,753 tons, against 
70,997 tons for the week previous and 40,550 
for the corresponding week last year. Flour 
shipments last year were 8,370 tons, against 
5,353 tons last year; grain 52,876 tons, against 
22,331 tons; * 10,507 tons, against 
12, 866 tons. The percentages carried by the 
various roads were as follows: Chicago and 
Grand Trunk, 13.7; Michigan Central, 21.6; 
Lake Shore, 16; Fort Wayne, 16.6; Pan-Handle, 
#1; Baltimore and Ohio, 10.7, and Nickel- 
Plate, 14.3. 

The total shipments of all kinds of freight, 
except live stock, from Chicago to through 
and local points in the East by the various 
eust- bound roads during the last week 
amounted to 105,259 tons, against 96,812 tong 
for the week previous and 75,467 tons fot the 
corresponding week last year. The tonnage 
carried by the various roads was as follows: 
Michigan Central, 16,620 tons; Wabash, 9,398; 
Lake Shore, 15,697; Fort Wayne, 15,662; Pan- 
Handle, 9,019; Baltimore and Ohio, 8,781; 
Chicago and Grand Trunk, 8,755; Nickel- 
Plate, 11,260; Chicago and 
Big Four“ carried 3,662 tons out of Chi- 
cago which are not included in the above total.

REPORT ON THE LAKE CANALS. 


Their Improvement Made Necessary by 
Development of the Northwest. 

Wasuinarox, D. C., Feb. 8.—An interesting 
report was today submitted to the House to 
accompany 4 resolution reported by instruc- 
tion of the Committee on Foreign and Inuter- 
State Commerce requesting the President to 
negotiate with Canada to secure the speedy 
improvement of the Welland and St. Law- 
tence Canals, so as to make them conform 
to the standard adopted by the United States 
for its improvements within the great lakes. 
The report says in part: 

The recent development of the untold resources 
of the great Northwest has made the productions 
of region not oalp a vital part of our internal 
commerce, but the leading factor of our foreign 
trade. To facilitate this internal commerce, Con- 
gress has not hesitated to vote appropriations by 
millions. Its action in this behalf has met the 
country's approval. The committee believe that 
it is not equally important to take the proper 
steps to secure a deep water outlet for the foreign 
commerce originating in States tributary to the 
great lakes. 

The impracticability of deepening or im- 
proving the Erie canal so as to admit the 
passage of foreign crafta, the report — 
seems to be admitted on all sides, It is hope 
that the claim that it is reasonable 
to construct a deep-water canal from 
Oswego to the Hudsen is well founded. 
but this would require many 
years for its execution, and cost from 
$40,000,000 to $100,000,000, Considering this 
the committee think the great interests in- 
volved should be served by otber means if 
available. The report calls attention to the 
natural outlet by way of the St. Lawrence 
River, which Canada has improved by the cqn- 
struction of the Welland and other canals, and 
demonstrates the importance to this country 
of their common use by Canada and the 
United States.

Decision of the Silver Friek Case Against 
the Plaintiff. 

Wasnineator, D. C., Feb. 8.—[Special.]— 
The Colorado silver brick will not be coined 
free. The Supreme Court of the Disérict of 
Columbia today gave its decision that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is not compelled to re- 
ceive silver bullion for free coinage. The de- 
cision Was delivered by Judge James. The 
court held that the mere fact that bullion had 
been received from private citizens for coinage 
established no right. As to the contention 
that the act of 1878 included the section of the 
act of 1837, providing that bullion should be 
received from owners for coinage, Justice 
James said that, except as to the provision re- 
lating to the purchase of silver, it was an act 
relating to the standard of coins and not as to 
the manner in which silver should be ob- 
tained. They found, however; that the act 
stated definitely that the silver was to be ob- 
tained by purchase. The next question was 
whether any such duty as receiving bullion 
fot coinage was imposed on the Secretary of the 
Treasury. It was the opinion of the majority 
of the court that there is no statute enjoining 
on anybody the reception and coinage of

Supt. Owen Tells What Is Being Done to 
Keep Them Ont. 

Wasutnaton, D. C., Feb. &8.—[Special.]— 
ö * Contract laborers frum abroad continue to 
evade the law, remarked Supt.

GENERAL GOSSIP AT THE CAPITAL. 


Revenue Has Been Derived from the Con- 
sular Service of the United States. 
Wasnuineaton, D. C., Feb. 8.— [Special.] — 
That the consular service of the United 
States is a boon rather than a drawback will 
be demonstrated by the forthcoming state- 
ment prepared undor the direction of the Con- 
sular Bureau of the Department of State. It 
is shown that instead of burdening taxpayers 
of this country, as a matter of fact the serv- 
ice has not only sustained itself but paid into 
the public Treasury in a period of ten years 
upwards of $100,000. This amount was de- 
rived from consular and other fees, and the 
result of the examination made by the State 
Departmeut shows that the service was never 
before in such an excellent condition. 
Bill for a Government Loan Fund. 
The creation of a National Union Loan 
Fund is the object of a bill introduced in 
the House today by Representative Otis of 
Kansas, This fund is to consist of $2,000,000,- 
000, to be issued by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and to be interchangeable at par with any 
other kind of lawful money of the United 
States. It is to be deposited in the United 
States Treasury, subject to the orders of the 
Governors of the several States. Any 
State desiring fo avail itself of the beneSts of 
the fund may do so by the adoption of a joint 
resolution setting forth that the State agrees 
to pay to the United States 1 per cent per an- 
num on all sums drawn and retained by it and 
providing for the loan of money to its citi- 
zens upon reasonable security at interest not 
ex ing 3 per cent. The Secretary is to 
honor the request for a loan tothe extent of 
50 per cent of the assessed value of the 
real estate situated within the State.

Disagreeing Creditors of the United States 
Kolling Stock Company Will Begin 4 
Great Legal Battle Today—Plants Worth 
Several Millions of Dollars Involved— 
Heavy Verdict Against the Pacific Rail- 
way Company—Receiver Sought for a 
State Street Clothing House. 

A big legal fight will be begun today before 
Judges Gresham and Blodgett. It is between 
creditors of the United States Rolling Stock 
company, with its several enormous plants 
worth several millions of dollars. Each side 
is hinting at fraud and collusive litigation on 
the part of the other to obtain preferences, 

One faction of the creditors who mainly 
constitute the creditors’ committee appointed 
to bring about a fair settlement of affairs 1s 
seeking to have the company’s assets turned 
over to William Lane. Lane is a New-Yorker 
and is already in possession of the com- 
pany’s assets in New ‘York, Ohio, 
and Alabama, and has been appointed 
permanent receiver by the New York 
court. His petition to be allowed to take pos- 
session of the company’s assets here under the 
power granted by the New York court will be 
brought up today. Orvis Bros. & Co, and 
other creditors represented by Henry C. Craw- 
ford will strenuougly object. They will fight 
all efforts to have the possession of the assets 
taken out of the court here and placed under 
the jurisdiction of the New York court. Some 
charges that collusive legislation has been 
attempted or is about to be attempted will 
probably be made at the hearing today, and 
sour sensational disclosures may be the re- 
suit, 

Henry D. Lauglilin and others yesterday 
field an answer to the petitions of Carnegie, 
Phipps & Co. and jother creditors, who seek 
certain preferences against the United States 
Rolling Stock company. It is charged that 
these creditors intended, by filing their claims 
to preferences, to) secure en unlawful and 
inequitable distribution of the assets and 
prevent a sale of the company’s property. It 
is also charged that the petitions of Orvis 
Bros. and others dre intended to cause ex- 
pensive litigation and were filed for the pur- 
pose of harassing the creditors’ committee, 
which contemplated a reorganization of the 
company’s affairs. Again the court is asked 
to allow Lane to take possession as reciver. 


Must Settle for the Rails, 

In Judge McConnell’s court yesterday judgment 
for $76,617.94 was entered against the Pacific rail- 
way company in favor of the Pacific Rolling-Mill 
company. The Pacific railway company is the 
one in which Charles B. Holmes and other Chi- 
cago investors are interested. It bought out the 
Los Angeles lines, assuming, it is claimed, the 
debt due the Pacific Rolling-Mill company for 
furnishing the rails. Payment was refused, and 
when suit was brought the detendant tried to 
avoid liability by pleading that its act in buying 
out a California corporation was not legal. The 
case was submitted to Judge-McConnell some 
weeks ago, and yesterday he entered judgment 
against the defendant.

ROBINSON NOT THERE. 


SMOKE DEVICE . INVESTIGATION 
- SUDDENLY TERMINATES. 


Engineer Ramsey of the Union League 
Clab Says Robinson Offered Him $200 
if He Would Recommend the Robinson 
Jet—The Inventor Denied That and Said 
He Would Fe on Hand to Confront 
Ramsey—Work of the Anti-Smoke So- 
ciety—Manhattan Building Chimney. 

Fate picked out the prime movers in the 
present, campaign for smoke abatement to 
demonstrate by their example the unreliability 
of the smoke-burner man and some engineers, 
As it happened in this case the engineer came 
out of the fray unscathed, while the smoke- 
burner man disappeared from view. 

There was to have been an investigation at 
the Union League club yesterday of the 
methods of a certain smoke-burner man and 
his relations with the chiefengineer of the build- 
ing. It did not take place. The smoke- 
barner man did not appear, although he had 
promised to be there and confront Engineer 
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Mr. Robinson, after whom a certain steam 
jet device, by which the Union League club 1s 
endeavoring to prevent smoke, is named, 
made an admission to Franklin H. Head, ex- 
President of the club, Seneca D. Kimbark, 
and Consulting Engineer White of 
the Society for the Prevention of 
Smoke, who was there by invitation. 
Mr. Robinson admitted that he offeréd En- 
gineer Ramsey $100 if Ramsey would exhibit 
the device to such persons as might come to 
look at it. The fact that he approached the 
engineer ia this manner without consulting 
the proper authorities of the club and that the 
offer was made before the club had 
accepted the device led the listeners to 
believe that Mr. Robinson made the 
offer to influence the engineer upon whose 
recommendation would naturally depend, to 
an extent, the decision of the club in regard 
to accepting the device. Mr. Robinson de- 
nied this charge emphatically. Owing to the 
absence of Mr. Allerton, who is Chairman of 
the club’s Committee on Smoke Abatement, a 
meeting was arranged for yesterday, but Rob- 
inson did not turn up, as he said he would. 
The engineer was not called in at all. Mr. 
Head said: : 

It seems that our engineer has the best of 
it so far. If the offer was intended as a bribe 
the smoke-burner man was as bad in offering 
it as the engineer would have been had he ac- 
cepted it. But it seems that he does not want 
to pursue the inquiry any further. His part- 
ner called on me this morningand made state- 
ments that were not in harmony with what 
Robinson said, I was anxious to probe 
this matter. We hear a ood deal 
of the unreliability of engineers and I wanted 
to find out if there was anything in the charge. 
For our part I am glad that our engineer 
comes out all right as far as we are able to 
judge. For the public it is well to know some- 
thing about the things that go on in the engine 
rooms.“ 

One of the statements made by Robinson at 
first was that he offered Engineer Ramsey 
$100, that thereupon the representatives 
of the Hutchinson and other devices offered 
him $260, and that Ramsey thereupon 
demanded the latter amount of him. The ex- 
travagance of this demand caused Robinson 
to speak about the matter, which thus reached 
the ears of Mr. Head. | 

Engineer Ramséy’s Version. | 

Engineer Ramsey gives a version of the 
story that n flatly. 

Les, Robinson did offer me 5100,“ Mr. 
Ramsey explained. *‘He said $100 or even 
$200 would be no object. And he did make 
the offer so as to influence my judgment and 
get me to recommend the device. It was not 
done to get me to exhibit it. I would 
naturally show the thing to people who might 
come in to see it. He knew that I needed no 
pay for that. I am paid by the Union League 
club. He told me that his partner authorized 
him to offer me money. didn’t say yes or 
no. I wouldn’t say anythmg about such a 
device. [said I wouldn't sign any recom- 
mendation. Why? From an engineer's 
standpoint I don’t believe in these things that 
simply blow in a little steam and air and re- 
duce the evaporating power of the furnace.”’ 

As far as the Union League club is concerned 
the matter will proBably rest here. The mei- 
bers who looked into it are glad that the 
charge against their engineer did not stick, 
and do not care to go beyond that point. The 
occurrence, small in itself, is of public im- 
portance because it gives an insight into the 
obstacles that beset the way of the smoke 
reformer.”’ ; 

The Society for the Prevention of Smoke 
had nothing to do with this case. Its officers 
and directors are not in the business of hunt- 
ing down offending smoke-burner men or 
engineers. They wish to retain the sympathies 
of these men and believe that, as a class, they 
are honorable and reliable. 

The officers are act present engaged in con- 
ducting a series of tests of a number of fur- 
naces and smoke-consuming or pertect com- 
bustion devices, They are carrying them on 
without the knowledge of the patentees or 
representatives in order to be able to obtain 
data as to the workings of the devices under 
normal conditions, not when they are on 
parade. 

Requests for advice continue to come to the 
Secretary of the society in the Stock Ex- 
change Building. Among the firms that a 
plied yesterday were the Central Electric Light 
company and the Grand Pacitie Hotel. 

There appears to be an impression among 
the skyscrapers that they are above the little 
things that trouble mortals here below.
